Election/Restriction 

Claims 1 1-24, 38-49 and 56-81 are withdrawn from further consideration 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no 
allowable generic or linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) 
requirement in the reply filed on 1/10/07. 

35 USC 112, 1 st Paragraph Rejections 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1 , 4, 25-26, 28-30, 32, 50-51 and 53-55 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. 
The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in the specification in 
such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the 
inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. 

This rejection is maintained for reasons of record in the previous Office Action 
(mailed 12/14/07) and for reasons outlined below. The rejection is expanded to include 
claims 1, 4, 54 and 55 as a result of applicants' amendment filed 6/16/08. 

Applicants traverse this rejection by amending claims 25 and 50 to specify the 
TCR carries one or more mutations in a CDR. Applicants assert that TCRs having one 
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or more mutations in a CDR provide increased binding affinities and desirable peptide- 
binding specificities (see page 17, lines 26-28; and Examples 5-7, for example) and that 
this limitation provides the necessary structure-function relationship. 

Applicant's arguments filed 6/16/08 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Amending the claims to recite that the TCR carries one or more mutations 
in a CDR does not provide the requisite structure-function relationship sufficient to 
satisfy the written description requirement. Mutagenesis of any particular TCR in a 
CDR so as to provide increased binding affinities and desirable peptide-binding 
specificities must be done in an empirical fashion. The skilled artisan would be unable 
to envision, a priori, the structure (sequence) of any particular mutagenized TCR 
wherein the recited binding affinity (greater than about 10 7 M" 1 ) is due to the mutation(s). 
As noted in the previous Office Action, applicants provide no structure-function 
relationship between structure (sequence) of the TCR and the function of having a 
binding affinity to the target ligand of greater than about 1 0 7 M" 1 . 

Any rejections not repeated in this Office Action are withdrawn. 
Claims 2, 5-10, 33-34, 36-37, 82 and 83 are allowed.
